COUNT ONE: (21 U.S.C. § 846 - Conspiracy To Distribute, And To Possess With

The Grand Jury charges that:

each other and with other persons, unknown to the Grand Jury, to distribute, and to possess with 
intent to distribute, controlled subshmces, in violation of Title 21, United States Code, Section 
841(a)(1). 

All in violation of Title 21, United States Code, Section 846. 
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COUNT TWO : (21 U.S.C. § 841(a)(1) - Distribution of Heroin; 18 U.S.C. § 2 - Aiding 

& Abetting)

Schedule II controlled substance. 

All in violation of Title 21, United States Code, Section 841(a)(1) and Title 18, United 
States Code, Section 2. 
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FO miTURE ALLEGATION 
(21 U.S.C. § 853) 

The Grand Jury further charges that 

1. Asa result of the offenses alleged in Counts I, II, III and IV of this Indictment, the 
defendants, 

1. FRANK FAGONE, 

2. JOSEPH FAGONE, and 

3. MARIA MATHEWS, 

shall forfeit to the United States any and all property constituting, or derived from, any proceeds 
the defendant obtained, directly or indirectly, as a result of such offenses; and/or any property 
used or intended to be used, in any manner or part, to commit, or to facilitate the commission of, 
such violations. 

2. If any of the property described in paragraph 1 above, as a result of any act or 
omission of the defendants, 

(a) cannot be located upon the exercise of due diligence; 

(b) has been transferred or sold to, or deposited with, a third party; 

(c) has been placed beyond the jurisdiction of the Court; 

(d) has been substantially diminished in value; or 

(e) has been comriingled with other property which cannot be subdivided 
without difficv.lty; 

it is the intention of the United States, pursuant to 21 U.S.C. § 853(p), to seek forfeiture of any 
other property of the defendants up tci the value of the property described in paragraph 1.
